OUR NATIONAL SOLDIERS’ HOMES, 
The grateful duty of caring for the 


disabled and needy soldiers of the 


Union who received wounds or con- 
Sracted disease in the service of the 
Republic, in the time of the great war 
fought for its preservation, is a duty 


oo | which the United States Government 


has always regarded as primary and 
supreme. 

This patriotic sentiment on the part 
of the Government assumed practical 
form, at an early period after the close 
of the war, in the age of bills 
granting pensions and establishing 
homes for disabled veterans with hon- 
orable discharges from the service. 

At these homes—mainly located on 
the transmontane side of the coun- 
try—thousands of old soldiers, too 
much enfeebled by wounds or disease, 
or both, to earn their own livelihood 
by the labor of their hands, have found 
rest and shelter, and the comforts of a 
home, generously and justly awarded 
to them by a grateful people thraſgh 
the medium of a preserved and appre- 
ciative Government. 

The reception and proper treatment 
of eligible veterans in these homes have 
been decreed by the Republic, and any 
officer, high or low, on duty at any of 
them, who fails in his duty, deserves, 
and will receive, the prompt dis- 
pleasure of the Government. There 
must be very few indeed of these 
Officials whe have either the desire or 
the nerve to put hardships or indigni- 
ties upon worthy inmates, or to treat 
them with neglect and injustice. 

In time, as the eastern homes be- 
came filled to overflowing, and the 
number of disabled soldiers on the 
western slope increased, Congress was 
asked to make provision for a branch 
home on the Pacific Coast, and com- 
plied by passing a bill establishing 
what is now known as the Santa 
Monica Home for Disabled Volunteer 
Soldiers. 

The home is yet in its infancy, in 
the formative stage—the compara- 
tively small appropriation of $200,000 
made by Congress haying been mainly 
expended in erecting the indispensable 
buildings required in the outset, sup- 
plying water, etc., leaving little money 
for the adornment of the grounds and 
improvements.

NEW MEXICO CONVENTION. 


A Strong Report in Favor of Non- 
sectarian Schools.

Alum Water.—No insect that crawls 
even the bedbug, can live under the 
application of hot alum water.
